Graduation Requirements 

Pass both modules. To pass each module: Min 50% of the total marks in the Final Exam (i.e. 
Attendance + Class participation + Oral + Written Examination). 

Attendance Requirements 


As per ICA regulations, international students are required to achieve at least 90% attendance every 
month and not be absent for 7 consecutive days or more without any valid reason. 

Students who do not require ICA's student's pass are required to achieve at least 75% attendance 
rate. 

Only medical certificates are accepted as proof for absenteeism. Any other documents would be 
accepted on a case-by-case basis with full justification acceptable by ICA.
